The Town Clerk refused to accept the answer, 
and Mr, Paul said that he had done ao pre- 
viously. 

The Town Clerk said that when he got two 
or three different pronunciations he did not 
know where he was. He again called the name 
and received the same reply from Mr. Paul. 

Dr. McWalter eaid, amid laughter, that Mr. 
Paul was afraid to say how he voted, because 
he knew that he would be surcharged. 

Mr. Paul said that wn a matter of principle 
he would hold to the attitude that he had 
taken up. 

Mr. Dowling asked if the Town Clerk would 
take his translation. 

The Town Clerk refused, saving that every 
member should answer to the Town Clerk, who 
should declare the record. 

Mrs. Wyse Power caused more laughter by 
asking the Town Clerk how the word was pro- 
nounced in his part of the country. 

The Town Clerk—That does not matter. He 
added that he was as anxious about the Trish 
language as anybody else. He desired that no 
trouble should befall any member of the Coun- 
cil, whether he agreed with him or did not. 

The Lord Mayor said that such a situation 
had never arisen in the long history of Cor- 
porations at home or abroad. It was up to 
every, Irishman to use the Irish language on 
every possible occasion, but when they had en 
ignoramus like himeelf to deal with he thought 
that a member could answer in Irish and ex- 
plain in English what he meant. 

Mr. Paul—I did that already to-day, but I 
am out now for a principle. There are any 
amount of influences being brought to bear on 
me, but I say I would rather see the Couneil 
adjourn, and let the Gaelic Leegue and the 
people of Ireland take up the matter.

Partition. 


The Government's Home Rule Bill is 
an impossible measure not merely because 
the people reject it, but because the results 
of partition would be ruinous, ridiculous, 
and almost incredibly burdensome to the 
Irish taxpayer. Let us consider the effects 
of partition on two of the country’s 
greatest institutions—its religious and 
legal establishments. We think that Irish 
lawyers must have hesitated between 
laughter and tears when they read the 
clauses of the Bill which apply specially 
to their own calling. All of them would 
admit privately that the existing legal 
machinery is too large, cumbronus, and 
costly. Ali of them admit publicly that 
business at the Bar is “not what it used 
to be.” The Bill proposes to double the 
existing machinery at one stroke. Each 
of the two Executives is endowed with a 
Supreme Court of Judicature, embracing 
a High Court and a Court of Appeal. 
Furthermore, the Bill establishes a sort of 
super-Supreme Court of Appeal for the 
whole country—which, by the way, is not 
a Continent, but a small island of some 
four million inhabitants. Every judge in 
the South must have his counterpart in 
the North. A position of unprecedented 
authority is created for the Lord Chan- 
cellor; but surely the logic of this dual 
system demands that there shall be two 
of him?

Two facts are well known to 
every Irish Churchman. One is that the 
dioceses of his Church have tended in 
recent years to become more self-centred 
and more exclusive of one another. 
Boards of nomination, for instance, are 
not easily persuaded to give important 
parishes to clergymen from dioceses not 
their own. The second fact is that the 
Diocese of Down and Connor and Dromore, 
the most powerful in the Church, differs in 
many vital conditions, social and economic, 
from all the others, and is tending daily 
to a further accentuation of its indivi- 
duality. The Church's need is a policy of 
deeper comprehension, not a policy of 
separation; and the danger from partition 
is great and obvious. It would drive a 
thick wedge between Northern and 
Southern Churchmen. Their inter-com- 
munion would be less frequent than it is 
now. Their different environments—hope- 
lessly stereotyped by partition—would lead 
them ultimately to approach vital matters 
from different points of view. As the 
years passed, their common interests would 
become fewer and the dangers of actual 
disruption would increase. Partition in 
politics might prove to be the forerunner 
of partition in the Church—another, and 
an irreparable, sacrifice on the altar of 
“the date of Irish union,” 
The thin end of” the wedge between 
Northern and Southern Churchmen would 
be introduced on the first day when Ulster 
Unionism took refuge within the six-county 
area from the national problems ofl Ire- 
land. Mr. Macpherson’s Education Bill 
had its genesis in Belfast. If partition is 
established, the Northern Executive will 
proceed to enforce this, or a similar, 
Education Act without delay. Not merely 
will our little island be saddled with twc 
costly systems of primary education, but 
they will be radically different systems. 
In the North education will be put on the 
rates and will be under popular control. 
In the South—unless, indeed; Sinn Fein 
should give the Roman Catholic bishops a 
big surprise—the principles of the present 
system will be maintained. The Church of 
Ireland will be forced to embrace both 
systems, and the results of that dualism 
must soon become apparent in every de- 
partment of her organised life. There will 
be at last a substantial argument íor the 
special training of Northern: teachers in 
the North, and the Kildare street College 
will cease to be what it is to-day—an im- 
portant element in the cement that binds 
the whole Church together. The condi- 
tions of teaching will be more attractive 
in the North than in the South.

Sir Auckland Campbell Geddes, K.C.B., 
President of the Board of Trade, has been 
appointed His Majesty's Ambassador 
Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary in 
Washington.

The Price of Petrol. 


In a recent statement the Shell Market- 
ing Company declared that an increase of 
ninepence per gallon, in the price of petrol 
was: “imperative” if the United Kingdom 
was to receive adequate supplies of that in- 
dispensable commedity. It was “impera- 
tive” only in the sense that the oil “ring ” 
had decided to exploit its monopoly to 
the fullest extent: The report of the 
Government Committee which investigated 
the matter makes that fact quite clear. 
It states that a fair price for first grade 
spirit would be 2s. 104d. per gallon—a 
penny below the old price. At present, 
however, the Government has virtually 
no power to compel the “ring” to sell 
at that figure. The fight against the 
monopoly can be successful only if 
all the nations that depend upon im- 
ported supplies unite their forces. The 
Committee suggests that the question 
should be considered by the League of 
Nations or be made the subject of inter- 
national agreement, It urges the Govern- 
ment also to develop the production of 
petrol within The Empire, and to take 
steps to place alternative fuels—including 
industrial alcohol—on the market.

A College Enterprise. 

The University of Dublin pays due re- 
gard to tradition, but it marches well 
abreast of the times. Yesterday saw the 
birth of another innovation. For several 
years a co-operative grocery business has 
been conducted by the resident students. 
Its success has encouraged the “ managers ” 
to establish a luncheon buffet, where 
students can obtain wholesome meals 
at little more than cost price. The 
movement has the suppért of the 
College authorities, and they have given 
the promoters the use of the College 
Dining Hall. In declaring the buffet open 
the Provost expressed the hope that it 
would play a large part in the life of the 
College, and he reminded the students 
that its success depended entirely upon” 
the extent to which they patronised it. 
Apart altogether from its economic value, 
the buffet is bound to have an educa- 
tional value.

POST OFFICE ABDICATES 
FUNCTIONS, 
NO DELIVERIES BETWEEN 
MIDNIGHT AND 5 A.M. 
In the House of Commons yesterday, 
Captain Redmond asked the Postmaster- 
General whether the Dublin Post Office, as a 
consequence of the martial law proclamation, 
had ceased to perform its functions in that city 
between the hours of 11.50 p.m. and 5 a.m.; 
whether it was a fact that no telegrams were 
delivered between those hours; and whether, 
in view of the fact that this public department 
was unable to perform its due services to the 
people, causing serious inconvenience and. loss, 
he would state what steps he proposed to take 
to remedy this state of affairs. 
Mr. Illingworth informed Captain Redmond 
that, in view of the risk involved in Dublin, the 
telegraph messengers had refused to undertake 
the delivery of telegrams between the hours of 
11.30 p.m. and 5 a.m. In the circumstances 
he did not think it reasonable to ask them to 
do so. There was, therefore, no alternative 
but to suspend the ordinary service, and deliver 
by telephone where possible. Every effort was 
being made to expedite delivery by these means.

geritleman aware that the Dublin newspapers 
were very seriously inconvenienced, and had 
made protests against the non-delivery of their 
telegrams ?

HIGH PROFITS CONDEMNED. 


The report of the “ Proliteering ” Sub-Com- 
nnittee on prices and profits of motor fuels was 
issued yesterday. The , Committee find that 
there is grave danger of a permanent world 
famine in motor spirit, and that the sole 
remedy for this country is largely increased 
production of home or Empire produced motor 
spirit. Power aleobol is the only potentially 
unl'mited source of supply, and the Government 
are urged to use every possible means to foster 
its production. . They find that the present de- 
mand is being taken advantage of by powerful 
financial interests to raise prices. Practically 
all sources of supply, transport, and distribu- 
tion are controlled by the same interests. 

The two main groups concerned are the 
Standard Oil and the Royal Dutch Shell. The 
Committee are strongly of opinion that the 
whole question ie one which should engage the 
attention of the League of Nations, or be made 
the subject of international agreement, and 
they also feel strongly that when the Anglo- 
Persian Company, in which the British Govern- 
ment hold a controlling interest, is free to 
market ita own productions steps should be 
taken by the Government to ensure that the 
products are sold at reasonable figures in this 
country without reference to excess prices rul- 
ing in ‘other fields. i 

As regards petrol, the Commitice find the 
present New York f.o.b. is excessive, and by 
arrargement amongst the distributing countries

The Committee also finds that there are 
understandings between the principal distri- 
buting companies.in the United Kingdom as to 
prices.

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PROTEST AGAINST DISCHARGES. 


The attempt of a big procession of Woolwich 
ex-Service' men to demonstrate jn the neigh- 
bourhood of ‘the House of Commons last even- 
ing and to interview the Prime Minister re- 
sulted in some conflicts with the police. Mr. 
Asquith’s return to Westminster and the an- 
nouncement of the march of the ex-Service men 
had drawn a large crowd to Whitehall, and a 
big force of police was on duty. The procession 
was preceded by a deputation, which was per- 
mitted to proceed to Downing street, but was 
unable to see Mr. Lloyd George, who was busily 
engaged at the Peace Conference. 

The Premier's secretary was deputed to see 
three of the delegates, and after conferring 
with them gave them a written undertaking 
on behalf of Mr. Lloyd George that the dis- 
charges from Woolwich Arsenal would be gue- 
pended until March 13th, and meanwhile joint 
committees would be appointed to go into the 
question. 

Meanwhile the head of the procession 
approaching the south end of Westminster 
Bridge found .their further progress to White- 
hall cut off by a cordon of police drawn across 
the approach to the bridge. 

After a wait of half-an-hour there were in- 
dications that the processionists might make an 
attempt to get through, and to frustrate one 
determined effort, mounted police drew their 
long staves and forced the crowd back. Shortly 
afterwards an ugly incident occurred. Several 
bottles ahd glasses were hurled in the direction 
of the police, who thereupon took more vigorous 
action, and pressed the crowd back in every 
direction. Several shiell-shock patients among 
the precessionists were treated at St. Thomas's 
Hospital and in a restaurant improvised as a 


| dressing station, where waitresses did good work 


in attending to men. Several women were 
knocked. down, and trampled upon before the 
crowd was dispersed. The deputation from 
Downing street returned and announced the 
result of their mission. The news that the 
discharges had been suspended was received 
with cheers. 

Nineteen persons were treated al the hospital, 


ares ig for scalp injuries, and after their- 


wounds had’ been dressed all but two were able 
to return to their homes. One of the two men 
detained was etffering from shock and the 
other from a fractured jaw. Police Inspector 
Powell, while endeayouring to close a public- 
house from which he believed glasses and 
bottles had been taken for missiles, received a 
severe cut on the head from a flying bottle, but, 
fortunately, the injury is not serious. —

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ST. DAVID'S DAY BANQUET IN 
. LONDON. 

The Prince of Wales aitended the annual 
banquet in connection with ‘the London-Welsh 
celebration of St. David's Day, held last night 
at Connaught Rooms, London. Mr. Lloyd 
George occupied the chair. : 

In submitting the toast of “ The King,” Mr. 
Lloyd George said that there was no more loyal 
part of His Majesty’s Dominions than the 
Principality of Wales. (Cheers.) 

Proposing the toast of ' Wales and Her 
Prince,” Mr. Lioyd George said that they were 
all proud of Wales, and were proud of her 
Prince. (Cheers.) When asked to attend that 
dinner, His Royal Highness said that he was 
about to leave the shores of Britain on an im- 
portant mission, and he was anxious that his 
last. public function should be a Welsh one. 
(Cheers.) The Prime Minister next referred to 
the Prince’s great services in the war and to 
his subsequent visit io Canada and the United 
States. He is our greatest Ambassador, pro- 
ceeded the Premier, amidst cheers. It is difficult 
for those who do not know the things that had 
to be overcome fully to appreciate the services 
which he rendered. The greatest troubles of 
international and even Imperial Governments and 
affairs are things which are never referred to 
in public, and yet theyfare deep down, interfer- 
ing with the mechanism. He went to Canada 
and America, and his presence simplified mat- 
ters, lubricated the machinery, and he rendered 
undying service to the British Empire and to 
humanity. In a few days he is leaving these 
shores for ‘Australia and New Zealand, and, 
after a short interval, he visits the great depen- 
dency of India. I have no hesitation in saying 
that, speaking with every sense of responsibility, 
after his visits the British Empire, etrong as it 
is—and there are people who know to-day how 
strong it is—will be stronger for that visit. He 
has come at the right moment. He is a great 
piece of luck for the British Empire—(cheers)— 
and is our mascot, for he‘is the Prince of Wales 
everywhere, and the Prince of Wales carries 
the name of Wales high right round 
the ‘globe. Ti is because we love Wales, and 
because we have a deep affection for the most 
popular Prince Wales has ever had since the 
days of Owen Glendower that 1 ask you to 
join in drinking the health of Wales and her 
Prince.

ALARMING REPORT 
CONTRADICTED. 

A Halifax telegram, dated Monday, siates :— 
The Leyland Line steamship Bohemian, bound 
for Liverpool, has run on to the rocks off the 
port of Sambro, and 184 of the passengers and 
erew have been drowned. The Maplemore and 
other steamers have sailed to her assistance. 

Lioyd’s agent at Halif.x cables on March 
lst:—"Bohemian ashore at Sambro in a bad 
position. The British steamer Bohemian arrived 
at Boston on February 16th.” 

PASSENGERS SAFE. 

Reuter's Agency states that, owing to a tele- 
graphic inutilation, it was stated in a telegram 
from Halifax that 184 passengers and crew of 
the Leyland liner Bohemian had been 
drowned when the vessel ran on the rocks off 
Sambro. The message should have stated that 
the vessel was aground off Sambro. A later 
telegram staies that the passengers of the 
Bohemian have been taken off. 

Messrs. Frederick Leyland and Co., Liverpool, 
owners of the steamship Bohemian, have re- 
ceived cable messages reporting that the vessel 
went on the rocks at Sambro, near Halifax. 
Nova Scotia, on Sunday afternoon; that all 
passengers have been landed at Halifax, and 
that the crew are following. 

Lioyd’s state that, according to the owners, ' 
the vessel has all the forward holds full of 
water, The.engineroom and aft are free as yet. 
The salvage of the ship and cargo is doubtful. 

SHIP MAY BE SALVED. 

A Reuter’s Halifax, N.S., telegram of Mon- 
day says—The Bohemian’s passengers were 
afloat in open boats near the wreck for four 
hours before being rescued by an open tug, 
which took them on board. All had fully re- 
covered from their experience, and were quite 
cheerful when landed here. The Bohemian 
struck bow on in thick weather while putting 
into Halifax for coal. Three hatches are full, 
but hopes are expressed that it will be possible 
to save the ship if no storm ‘breaks out.

REV. DR. BROWNE'S

ROMAN CATHOLIC BISHOP'S CRITICISMS. 

Addressing the congregation at 8 o'clock Mass 
in Mullingar Cathedral on Sunday morning, the 
Most Rev. Dr. Gaughran, Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Meath, referred to the Education Bill. 
He said that the foundation of this bill was un- 
sound. There was no use in trying to improve 
it. According to the Catholic idea any complete 
and perfect system of education must have re- 
ligion aa the corner-stone of the building. Edu- 
cation without religion was a house built on 
sand, that would soon bring ruin to all that 
occupied it. “ This,” continued the Bishop, “ is 
the mistake of the State schools of England. 
These schools are turning out a nation of in- 
fidels. Not one in five goes to any place of 
worship on Sunday.” 

A LESSON FROM HOLLAND. 

Continuing, the Bishop said that they recom- 
mended the Government to take a lesson from 
Holland in this matter of ,education. In that 
country an Edueation Bill had already become 
law. What were its provisions? If America 
spoke the truth, religion got its due place in the 
provisions of that bill, and every denomination 
in the land was scrupulously provided for. See 
what it meant to have an enlightened, unpre- 
judiced Queen directing the affairs of a Pro- 
testant country! Referring to the Irish teachers 
and the present Education Bill, his lordship

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ULSTER FARMERS' 
GHIEVANCE. 
CONTROL AND THE 
LIMITATION OF PROFITS. 
THE GOVERNMENT'S 
ATTITUDE. 

_ The debate on the War Emergency Laws Con- 
tinuanee Bill was resumed in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday upon an amendment standing in 
the name of Colonel Penry Williams to omit 
from the Second Schedule a regulation which 


gives power to requisition flax. 

Captain Wedgwood Benn read a communi- 
cation from the Irish Flax Producers’ sca 
tion protesti ainst any Government depart- 
eats teins po Bn the instrument to benefit one 
class of the community at the expense of 
another. He said that the powers for con- 
trolling the price of flax and limiting the profit 
that Ulster. flax-growers might make were ex- 
tended over a period of one year after the con- 
clusion of peace. 

Major Kerr Smiley said that he understood 
that maty of the mills were only running half- 
time owing to a great shortage of raw material, 
The refusal to take off the control would bring 
about a serious situation with the farmers. If 
a mau had something to sell, and knew that by 
holding it up he would double his. profit, he 
could not be blamed for not selling. 

NORTHERN FARMERS’ DECISION. 

At a large public meeting in Belfast on Friday 
it was unanimously decided to hold the flax until 
such time as it was free from all control. In 
view of that resolution, what were the Govern- 
ment going to do? Would they use force to 
make the farmers sell? He did not think that 
that was probable. 

Lieut.-Colonel W, J. Allen said that the argu- 
ment used by the farmers was something like 
this: because we are controlled, we get only 
£300 a ton for-our flax, whereas the English 
flax was purchased by Irish spinners at upwards 
of £600 a ton, and the English flax-growers were 
not controlled. Farmers further stated that 
Continental flax was purchased by Ulster spin- 
ners at prices ranging from £1,000 to £1,500, 
and, of course, the Continental spinners were 
not controlled. The producers complained that, 
because they were controlled, they were only 
getting £300, while other flax-producers were 
getting double, and, in some cases, three or four 
times as much. Naturally, to the farmer that 
was a very difficult thing to understand. It ap- 
peared that in the spring of last year the Go- 
vernment were under the impression that it 
would be inadvisable to control or to have any- 
thing more done to flax, and the trade generally 
looked in a very precarious condition for both 
farmers and spinners. 

CONTROL CONTINUED. 

The Government were approached, and it was 
pointed out that, if flax were de-controlled sud- 
denly, there would be a considerable decrease in 
the sowing for 1919, and the Government finally 
decided to control flax at a price 10s. per stone 
less than the 1918 prices. In June things be- 
came very black, indeed. The Government were 
no longer taking the production of the looms. 
In July and August things began to improve. 
Farmers held meetings and insisted that, so far 
as they were concerned, they did not feel them- 
selyes bound to the bargam, and as business 
improved they held further meetings in the 
autumn. At this time they were preparing to 
sell the 1919 crop, and did not like the idea 
of selling that crop at a lower price than that 
which obtained in the autumn of the previous 
year. They asked either for the old 1918 price 
or that flax should be de-controlled. Eventually, 
the Ulster Farmers’ Union sent twelve men to 
meet the spinners, and he believed that some 
arrangement was reached, under which 
they would get the 1918 price for 
their flax. He understood that the farmers 
were not satisfied with this bargain. 
The farmers could not understand why, as a 
result of control, they should have to eell their 
flax at £300 a ton, while the spinners, who were 
not controlled, were selling their yarn at £1,000 
a ton, That was why there was this disturb- 
ance amongst the flax growers in Ire 
land. He suggested that the Flax 
Control Board and =the = spinners and 
the flax growers should each appoint a small 
Committee, and that they should meet either in 
London or in Belfast, and that the President of 
the Board of Agriculture and Technical Instruc- 
tion in Ireland should be a member, if not the 
Chairman, of the Commiitee, and that the 
Government should take immediate steps to 
bring that. Committee together, in order to find 
some way out of the difficulty. 

Mr. Tom Griffiths said that he hoped that the 
Government would not accept ‘his amendment, 
the object of which was to give cxtra profit to 
“ profiteers.”’ 

THE GOVERNMENT AND A BARGAIN. 

Mr. Bridgeman, speaking for the Government, 
said that the Government had bought the 1919 
crop at a guaranteed price, and had sold it 
again to the spinners in order to keep the mills 
going. It was now suggested, when some part 
or fraction, at any rate, of the farmers had sold 
their flax to the Government at she price agreed 
upon, that the Government should now allow 
other farmers who had held up their flax to get 
a much higher price than the one which they 
had agreed upon. The position was that the 
Irish farmers at the time when the matter was 
first mooted thought that it was a good price. 
They were satisfied that it might be considered 
a bargain But when they saw the price going 
up it began to be a sort of loose understanding ; 
now it appeared to be no sort of undertaking at 
all. He could not admit that that was a fair 
description of the position. If it was not an 
understanding or a bargain why should they 
have asked for an additiona) rise of 10s.? The 
Government had given them that 10s., and they 
now wanted to get out of the undertaking that 
they had made, in order to get something better. 
It was a strictly honourable undertaking, which 
ought to be honourably carried wut. There 
was some sense of grievance in the feeling that 
the spinners might be making a larger profit 
than anyone anticipated they would make when 
the bargain between the Government and the 
flax growers was originally made. He appreci- 
ated the point that there might be some incom- 
patiblity in the grading system. He had al- 
ready asked those responsible for grading to look 
into the matter. He was communicating with 
the Vice-President of the Irish Department of 
Agriculture with a view to seeing whether some 
sort of voluntary agreement might not possibly 
be mado. But he did not think that it would 
be fair to give an extra price to farmers who 
had not already sold their 1919 crop, and not 
also to give an extra price to those who had 
sold that crop. He did net know whether that 
was possible, but it seemed to him the only fair 
course to take. Ag he had already stated, there 
was no intention to contro! this year’s crop. 

THE CONTROL OF INDUSTRIES. 

Sir R. Cooper submitted that if the Govern- 
ment, was going to control cne section of pro 
duction they must be logical ind contro! it 
right away through, so that one section should 
not take an unfair advantage of the other. 

Mr. Adamson said that he agreed that the 
spinner, as well as the producer, of flax should 
be put under Government control. 

Lieutenant-Commander Kenworthy said that 
he contended that all the trouble was due to the 
cutting off of supplies from Eastern Europe. 

The amendment was negatived.

Professor Bastable occupied the chair, and 
referred to the establishment of the buffet, the 
success of which, he said, depended on the 
students themselves, and he was sure that this 
highly desirable result would be attained. 
(Applause.) 

The Provost, who was cordially received, ex- 
pressed the pleasure he felt at being asked to 
open in a formal way that luncheon buffet, 
which had been provided at the request, and 
with the co-operation, of the students them- 
selves. It showed, in the first instance, that 
the co-operative society was playing a useful 
part in college life. He knew the value of co- 
operation, but he thought that in such a 
Society they ought to feel that they were 
members one of another, and should help each 
other in every possible way. They should re- 
member that the movement had been in- 
augurated by the students themselves, would be 
worked by the students themselves, and upon 
the students themselves rested the responsi- 
bility. In declaring the buffet open, the 
Provost said that he hoped it would prove very 
successful, and of benefit to all. (Applause.) 

Lunch was then partaken of by the students, 
on whose invitation the Provosi also joined in 
the meal, which was greatly appreciated by al! 
participating.

A LAWYER LOOKS AT HIS 
HOME RULE BILL. 
... (BY €. H. B.) i 

Saiurday's breakfast hour may have = dis- 

covered some simple-minded citizen of Dublin 
sobbing hot tears of utter gratitude into his 
eggs and bacon as he perused with avid eye the 
serried provisions of Ireland’s Magna Charta 
(nineteenth edition), In that case it is greatly 
to be feared that his transports‘ were drowned 
by the chorus of massed guffaws which went up 
like a sweet incense from every part of Ireland, 
from humble cots no Jess than from ancestral 
piles, from Liberty Hall concurrently with the 
Kildare street Club. I have seen it stated that 
the Home Rule Bill would produce a permanent 
division of Ireland. Momentarily, at least, it 
has brought all sections of the community to- 
gether on a common meeting ground of 
hilarious cacchination. 
[ have not perused the bill in its brisket- 
splitting entirety. I do not, to be frank, be- 
lieve that there is a man in Ireland who has 
flogged through all of its seventy delirious para- 
graphs and three rib-tickling schedules, and I 
do not propose to break a good record. ‘This 
morning, however, a healthy curiosity inspired 
me to sally forth with the idea of discovering 
how the legal fraternity takes that part of the 
bill that bears directly on its own sphere of 
activities. I had, in fact, seen somewhere a 
statement to the effect that “lawyers; as a 
whole, are not taking kindly to the bill.” Now, 
the common experience of man is that there ic 
very little to which the lawyers do not take 
kindly, and that it has to be clamped down 
extremely tight. Hence, as a reformed lawyer, 
my curios'ty. . 

Legal opinion on the Home Rule Bill may be 
described as being divided, like all Gaul, into 
three parts. The first part may be said to ein- 
brace the Lord Chancellor and the existing 
judiciary ;- the second, those barristers who have 
lucrative practices that they wish to keep; the 
third, those less successful advocates who enjoy 
no substantial tokens of public confidence that 
they would not be willing to exchange for what 
is euphoniously described by the writers on 
constitutional law as a “place of profit under 
the Crown.” The Lord Chancellor ceases to 
exercise any Executive functions, and becomes 
the sole judicial officer for the whole of Ire- 
land—an Ireland, one and _ indivisible, is 
exemplified in his sole person—and thé responsi- 
bility of this position will, doubtless, be keenly 
felt. He presides over the High Court of 
Appeal for Ireland, his associates on this auguét 
bench being drawn from the Supreme Court of 
Judicature for the South of Ireland, and ditto 
for the North of Ireland. 

I pause at this juncture to give the lie 
ditect and circumstantial to those traducers oí 
British’ statesmanship who say that Westminster 
habitually fails in generosity when daling 
with Ireland. Under the Home Rule Bill 
Ireland actually gets one more Appellate Court, 
one more Presence Chamber in the hierarchy of 
themists, one more fissure of the hair that 
divides the false from true than England, Scot- 
land, New York State, Mexico, New South 
Wales, Canada, and the Cannibal Islands. 
Yet they prate of lack of generosity. Perhaps 
I should explain further. Ireland, North and 
South, have each their High Court 
and their Court of Appeal. Having 
toyed with the former, ‘and _ trifled 
with the latter, the earnest seeker for justices 
passes to the High Court of Appeal for Ireland. 
Some people would have him stop at that. But 
no! Dissatisfied with the current course of 
events before that august tribunal, he passes 
haughtily, and as of right, into the orbit of the 
House of Lords! 

The existing Irish judges of the Supreme 
Court of Judicature become judges of the 
Supreme Court of Judicature for Southern Ire- 
land. Ulster, one gathers, will have the oppor- 
tunity of electing a duplicate set. This, of 
course, is where part 3—those members of the 
Irish Bar who are willing to sacrifice promising, 
but temporarily, unfruitful practices for the 
service (at a nominal Aecnocrariuwm) of their 
country—I should say of their dems-patrie- 
come in. Some statistician has estimated. that 
there is in Ireland at the present time one 
Government official for every cleyen adult male 
inhabitants. Under the proposed régime the 
percentage will be increased to about one in six, 
mostly lawyers. Mark Twain says that when he 
was in Louisville, Kentucky, he threw a bottle 
at a dog, missed the dog, and hit six colonels. 
When the Home Rule Act is in full fruitage 
anyone in Dublin will be able to throw a bottle 
at a Prime Minister, miss the dog, and hit six 
taxing masters. 

The barristers with whom I commiserate—and 
on inquiry I find that they have no hesitation in 
commiserating with themselves—are those who 
have lucrative practices both on the North- 
Eastern Circuit and in Dublin. Most of them 
are Belfast men, and they view with evident 
distaste the prospect of retiring permanently 
from Dublin to dispense advocacy in the North, 
True, the document which they received when 
called to the Bar assured them of the right to 
prosecute their profession in any part of Ire- 
land. and the Home Rule Bill may not be inter- 
preted as restricting that theoretical privilege. 
But the practical likelihood of the solicitors for 
Southern Ireland briefing the barristers oí 
Northern Ireland, thereby risking the patriotic 
indignation of the clients of Southern Ireland, is 
small Even if they did, it still remaims a fact, 
as a barrister pointed out to me, that even a 
lawver cannot be in two places at the sam 
time. 

There are. of course, points about 
promised régime which will appeal to the casual 
litigant.. About 50% of all summonses will 
then require to be served “ out of the jurisdic- 
tion ''—an expensive and comparatively compli- 
cated process. There are kindred matters that 
would bore the reader whp is probably quite 
resigned to his law costing him more whenever 
the status of Ireland is substantially modified, 
but has no expectation of the change occurring 
in pursuance of the Home Rule Bill now im 
process of incubation. It 1s, to a large . ex- 
tent, a placeman’s bill—as regards its legal pro- 
visions wholly so.

Gentlemen,—Most of you know that the

Your directors purchased the Moor Line 
steamers and have bought the Sutherland 
steamers because they believe in the futfire 
of shipping. I will give you some of the 
reasons for their belief that both shipping 
and shipping rates will rise to a level con- 
siderably above that which prevails to-day. 

You all know that the cost of living has 
risen in the past few months, and must 
rise till further when rents go to an 
economic level, as they must do eventually, 
according to Dr. Addison, and in the opinion 
of most sensible men; otherwise there will 
soon be a vast number of people without a 
roof to shelter them. i 

Increased cost of living means increased 
wages, which in turn means increased cost 
of shipbuilding, and as the cost of new 
ships increases eo must our fleet become of 
greater value. 

To take another point of view, ships, 
and especially British-built ships, are saleable 
im every country that lms an outlet to the 
sea. Their value to-day is no less in American 
dollars—it ie possibly more—than it was three 
months ago, but if three months ago we 
had sold a ship for 420,000 dollars our bankers 
would have credited us with £100,000, whilst 
to-day, if we sold the same ship for the 
same number of dollars they would credit us 
with £125,000 

That is due to the fall in the American 
exchange, and, in the opinion of many, it 
must fall mueh more before long. You may 
take it from me, gentlemen, that in securing 
the Moor Line we oljtained a bargain that 
could not be ol/ftained to-day at anything like 
the price. 

As regards the Sutherland fleet, the day 
after we signed the contract the agents 
received a substantially higher offer from one 
of the most important shipping interests in 
this country, and since then we have twice 
been approached as to whether we would 
consider the offer of a substantial profit on 
the price we paid. 

Our whole fleet has cost us about £22 5s. 

per ton. It is worth more now, and I 
Báis that within twelve months it will 
be worth at least £30 per ton. 

Shipping rates are, of course, what we 
depend on for revenue and profit; the 
rates naturally depend on the demand for 
shipping. The fact that time charters have 
risen from 25s, to 30s. in the past two months 
shows that the demand exceeds the supply. 

Normal trade has not yet been resumed with 
Central Europe and Russia, whilst there are 
also possibilities of an enormous trade with 
Mesopotamia and other countries that have 
been opened up through the war. 

It may take ten to fifteen years for ship- 
building to catch up with the demand for 
shipping, and long before then this company 
should he in such a position as to make it 
comparatively indifferent to fluctuations in 
rates.

INCREASE OF CAPITAL. 
+ The annual general meeting of Messrs. ‘Todd, 
Burns, and Co., Ltd., was held at 47 Mary 
street, Dublin, yesterday, Mr. J. B. Dunlop, 
Chairman, presiding. 

The report and statement of accounts 
for the year ended ál January, 1920

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of the 
report, said that the accounts which were sub- 
mitted that day were the best that were ever 
presented to the shareholders.

In face of this 
large increase in profits available for distribu- 
tion the question might reasonably be asked by 
the ordinary shareholders why they were not 
participating to the extent they had a right to 
expect in this prosperity.
